MINING IN EGYPT. 


PROGRESS OF THE INDUSTRY. 


THE ANCIENT WORKINGS AND THB 
WEALTH THEY YIELDED. 


(From tue “Frvancrer”), 


Certain of Lord Cromer’s subordinates saw 
fit, five years ago, to regard with anything bot 
favor what have since been proved to be per- 
fectly authentic reporta concerning the redisco- 
very Of Egypt's ancient and notoriously rich 
gold mines. In the light of subsequent develop- 
ments the incredulity with which the redisco- 
vering of Egypt's mineral resources five years 
sgo was received in official circles is amusing. 
And this misbelief in the find was repeated in 
London, where many a4 level-headed financier 
regarded the whole story as the preliminary to 
the usnal ramp, Fortanately, there were those 
who, while neither accepting the first reports 
as absolute nor rejecting them as mere fairy 
tales, prosecuted independent inquiries, to 
‘Goad that the statements published were under 
rather than over the mark. 

Meanwhile the Bgyptian Government was 
being besieged by applicants for concessions 
both in that country and the Sadan provinces. 
Despite what many individuals still persist in 
describing a8 onerous restrictions, the industry 
has gone, ahead, if not with leaps and bounds 
at any rate in encouraging fashion. To this 
day, however, the question of the width and 
permanency of the reefs is still an open one — 
or rather an undisclosed’ secret. Evidence 
towards the solation of the latter part of the 
problem has been addoced sufficient to show 
that even if, later on, the reef width problem 
remains unsettled, the ore extracted is rich 
enough to repay, and more than repay, the 
cost of extraction. Fortunately there is little 
or no inclination on the part of either the 
development syndicates or the engineers in 
charge of the mines actually being worked to 
treat the market or the investing publio to 
stories ot “gold holes” or yarns of discoveries 
of gold so rich that the presence of rock is a 
negligible quantity. Men ot rank and standing 
in their profession, such as Mr, C. J. Alford, 
may feel a little sore over the restrictions 
imposed upon the industry by the Egyptian 
Government and the somewhat ostentatious 
abstention of local commercial magnates from 
active participation in its development, but 
they are the first to admit that in the interests 
ot Bgypt. generally. and of gold mining in 
particular Lord Cromer and his advisers have 
acted wisely, even if their conduct savours a 
trifle of molly-coddiing. 

Bot no amount of official regulation can 
guarantee that even an exploring syndicate 
will draw all prizes and no blanks. As. Mr. 
Alford pointed out at @ recent shareholders’ 
meeting held in London, the whole of those 
parts of Egypt and of the Sudan likely to 
contain mineral deposits of economic valae 
bave now been allotted in prospecting areas. 
Throughout this vast région innumerable an- 
cient workings will be discovered by the 
prospecting parties, but st areholders would do 
well to remember that an old mine does not 
necessarily contain pay-ore. This delicious 
fallacy has been exploded times ont of number 
in India, in Rhodesis, in Mexico, in Brazil, in 
Pero, in fact in every quarter of the globe 
where old-time mining was carried out. 

So far as Egypt is concerned it can hardly 
be looked for, considering the care exercised 
by the Government and the reputations of 
those responsible for the conda 
lopment companies engaged jn the work of 
exploration. I¢ would be |, however, for 
tyeryone to remember t these ancient 
miners were not.the fools some modern experts 
in the same line of business would have the 
world believe. Time was ‘seldom the essence of 
the contract with them, and if their appliances 
were not of the dandy order the modern mining 
engineer is in the hsbitof considering essential 
for the work he has in hand, they wero, at 
any rate, good enoogh for the primary object 
their owners had in view, which was the ex- 
traction of the greatest possib!e amount of gold 
or silver from the ore mined. Experiments 
made in various quarters of the world with 
ancient tailings show that’ when the best avail- 
able science had’ been applied to the extraction 
of the ore uncommonly litt!e was left for the |. 
next-oomer, And, fortber, the exploration of 
ancient underground workings has shown that 
when the old engineers were given a fair 
chance they missed very little of any material 
value. On the other hand, of course, many of 
these old mines were deserted before a tithe 
of the riches they contained was extracted, and 
such discoveries are of great value, becanre 
even the ancient expert, when a choice was 
open to him, nsturally selected the corner 
which he had proved to yield him ths best 
retarns for the time and labour expended 
npon developing it. 

The exact age of the mining industry inj 
Egypt we sre never likely to know, but about | 
two thousand years prior to the allaged date of 
the Flood some people were making s very 
good thing ont of the gold deposits in this! 
region. About this period, too, an attempt was | 
made to solve the bi-metallic problem, for it is 
on record that one Menes ordained that the 
value of gold to silver should be fixed in the 
ratio of 24 to 1.

does the modern bankrapt of driving up to 
Carey Street for his examination in his motor- 
car, Bven when history depends less upon the 
imagipation of the subsequent chroniclers and 
more upon facts which can be checked to this 
day, it is apparent that the output and the 
actual revenues from Egypt's gold mines were 
gigantio and enormous, During the later 
dynasties and up to, as well as after, the 
conquest of the country by the Romans, the 
mines along the Red Sea littoral and through- 
out the immediate hinterland were worked, 
as the saying goes,for all they were worth. The 
King’s revenues alone amounted at one time 
to £6,000,00. sterling a year, and although it 
is known th&t he took the lion’s share of the 
gold, the high state of periection to which 
work in this precious metal was brought and 
the fact that not only ornaments but many 
articles in daily use among the people were 
made from it show that the output greatly 
exceeded the amount represented by the value 
set apon the ruler’s percentage, 

The mines, too, were worked on lines which 
would have been held to be perfectly scientific 
fifty years ago by British miniog expeots, 
althongh in the matter of actual labour the 
Liberation Society might have considered it 
had just grounds for interference. Very little, 
if any, value was allowed to escape the atten- 
tions of the engineers or their underground 
workers, and it is possible that many of these 
really ancient mines were actually worked out 
before they were deserted. Later in the history 
of Egypt, when the Roman rule had become 
almost a tradition, the work was resumed — 
ander difficulties. The mere fact that the pro- 
spectors and the actual miners had to wage 
almost continual war to be allowed to prose- 
cate their labours shows that good returns 
were being obtained, for by this time in the 
world’s history numerous other sources whence 
supplies of the precious metal could ba obtain- 
had been discovered and opened up. Thase 
workings never seem to have beva exploited to 
their utmost capacity, and it is among these 
remains of old-world enterprise that the pro- 
spectors of to-day will probably make their 
richest discoveries. At the same time the 
widespread area over which these remains 
extend,and the pertioacity with which many of 
the mines were worked, may ba taken as proof 
that as time goes on it will pay modsrn miners, 
with all the lat-er-day resources of their 
business at their command, to open up entirely 
new properties and exploit districts which, for 
reasons now unknown, escaped the attsntion of 
their foreranners,despite the fact that the reefs 
are acriferous in character and readily yield 
evidence of the riches they contain.

The estimate is made that the 
loom makers of Lancashire cannot produce 
more than 30,000 finished looms daring a year, 
even if they made nothing else. Shortly I hope 
to be able to give definite figurer.

Great Britain’s proposal to enforce the demands | . 


of the Buropean Powers for the introduction 
of this control by means of a naval demonstra- 
tion off Salonika. Other which 
scoepted this version az authentic have com- 
mented on it freely, suggesting that Germany 
is secretly supporting Tarkey against the 
Powers with which she is supposed to be co- 
operating. 

All these reports and surmises are officially 
declared to be untroe. The suggestion that 
Germany is opposing Great Britain is repu- 
diated with particular emphasis. It is declared 
in official circles that it would be regrettable 
if the belief gained ground that Germany was 
opposing such a naval demonstration simply 
because Great Britain favored the measare. 

England, as a matter of fact, has hitherto 
made no formal proposal for a naval demon- 
stration against Turkey. Other Powers, how- 
ever, have been given to understand that the 
British Government regards a naval demonstra- 
tion as the best means of enforcing acceptance 
of the control of Macedonia’s finances, if diplo- 
matio pressure fails to attain this object. 

It is also known that the other Powers re- 
gard the proposal of a demonstration against 
Turkey with favor. Germany has not opposed 
this proposal, bat has not yet given any 
definite decision in regard thereto. This has 
given rise to the report of Germany's opposi- 
tion. 

It is stated at Berlin with emphasis 
that the Porte will be deceived if its caloula- 
tions are based on the assumption that there 
are differences among the Powers regarding 
this question. There is a general hope that 
diplomatic pressure will be suflicient to over- 
coms the oppovition of the Turkish Govern- 
ment, bat if coercive measures prove to be 
necessary, they will be carried oat by unani- 
mous agreement among the Powers. 

MUSTAPHA KAMBL’S ARTICLE 

Many Germans disapprove the policy of ab- 
solute loyalty towards other Powers which Ger- 
many is officially declared to be pursuing in 
regard to this question. The “Berliner Tage- 
blatt” gives great prominence to an article by 
the Exzyptian agitator, Mustapha Kamel Pasha, 
from which we take the following passages :— 

“Great men of formertimes have entertained 
the idea of an alliance: between a European 
Power and the Mohamedan countries. It is clear 
that 300,000,000 Moslems, all inspired by the 
same feelings, and guided by the same belief, 
represent a powerful tactor in international 
politics. 

“Napoleon I. dreamed all his life of becom- 
ing Emperor of Islam, and I believe I am 
correct in ssying that William II. has often 
thought of this Moslem power. The Garman 
Emperor visited the capital of the Mohamedan 
world, and hss proved his sympathies with us, 
and not hesitated to pay honor to the great 
Mohamedans of the past, such as the Sultan 
Saladin. Mohamedan peoples, from Tangier to 
Peking, have all watched the German Empe- 
ror’s career with interest, and they have asked 
whether it is possible for.a Christian Emperor 
to be a friend and patron of Islam. 

“Many Mohamedans, who have experienced 
so much hostility from Burope, have hitherto 
hesitated to believe the sincerity of the friend- 
ship shown towards them by Germans, but in 
spite of all doubts, they feel a profoond grati- 
tade to the German Bmperor for his attitude 
daring tho Armenian crisis. They know that 
01 thst occasion Great Britain desired to 
injore the Ottoman Empire ; while the German 


Emperor desired to promote the interests of 


Turkey. 

“The German Bmperor’s visit to Palestine, 
together with bis assurance that he would 
always be a friend to Mobamedans, have 
crested deep sympathies with Germany in all 
Mohamedan countries. The German Emperor's 
journey to Tangier, as well as the speech he 


delivered there, in which he proclaimed the 
independence and integrity of Morceco, 
been eagerly discuased by Mohamedan coun- 
tries. The Imperis! assurance that Morocco 
mast remain independent bas been received 
everywhere with incomprehensible joy. Germany 
having no colonies populated by Mobamedans 
is in s better position than any othr Power to 
maintain friendly relations with Islam.” 
Mustaphs Kamel Pasha proceeds 
considerable length that it would nde} 
mistake for Germany to watch the gro of 
British influenca in Egypt with indifterence. 
Germany, he deolares, cannot be a friend of 
Tarkey, and at the same time allow Great
